(a) Gsmbista 2 reports that Camposanto 3 has finally made s full eon* 
fees ion of all facts which previously caused his negative Carriage 
assessment, and that he still appears very eager for an operational 
assignment* go will be brought to Munich early in August for a 
full assessment, and it is anticipated that he will prove an 
acceptable candidate, if his Carriage run proves satisfactory. 

.(b) Cambists 2 reports that ho has two candidates for agent activity 
and one for P/A activity spotted in England. The two agent candi- 
dates will be brought to Munich for assessment early in August, 
and the p/a candidate late in August, 

(c) General t There appears to be little reason for optimism in the 

present European spotting and recruiting situation as now organised* 
Cambists 2 claims that he has no more present prospects in Bslgium, 
and mens in England beyond those mentioned abovej he is sending 
three of his spotters to franco early in August to make a determined 
canvass of the situation among both Cambists 1 and non-Cambista 1 
members, but he dees net appear particularly hopeful about the 
results. Cambists 2 further states that he has several names in 
Germany, which Cambists $ will check, but doubts that there are 
any outstanding prospects among this group* 

Cambists 2 appears to have made a sincere effort in the matter of 
spotting, although it has been impossible for the undersigned to 
get a detailed accounting from him of his actual movements, con- 
tacts, or the amount of time he spends on this work* Accordingly, 
it is impossible for the undersigned to state conclusively that 
Cambists 2 has done everything in hie power to secure agent candi- 
dates. It is known that Cambists 2, together with other,. leaders 
of Cambists 1, subscribes to the principle that a nucleus of the 
very best young men^ Cssfetsta l-must bo preserved for the day of 
hyelo-Russian and ne^e teust not be risked in hazardous 



immediate operation* . fhecalibre o f some of these young non 
presently being held back by Cambists 2 is indicated by a review 
of the extraordinarily favorabls assessments given the three 
Cambists 1 candidate* for the forthcoming p/A school Gvirfca, 

Zaprudnik and Margo vlch, Itis not known hew rnaryr men of similar 
character are also being held back fcy the oanhietag* 

A number of other reasons for the poor quality of present recruiting, 
and certain suggestions and recommendations arising therefrom, bars 
been covered in previous despatobes (sea MSHA 10i»83> *®JA 10$?3» and 
MUSI 9k}8). '

(1) Hen "West" t The development of this plan has boon reported separately 
(See HGMA iol*83). it the present time. Cambists 2 and Cambists $ have 
recommended two names to fill the posts of Cambists 1 representatives in 
feigland and Belgium} respectively, Alexander RAUSCH (who will come to 
Munich in the near future for interviews ) , and Pawel URBAB (who has pre- 
viously been favorably assssbed for p/a work by MOB)* Caabista* 2 and j» 
will continue to look for a suitable candidate tp fill the post In France * 
Caabista j> will begin work with these men as seen as authorisation ia 
received from headquarters to move ahead with the plan* 

(2) Plan "Cadre"* The development of thie plan has beta reported separately 
(see M<1*A 101*83, WH 91*38, «B»1 9l29, and MOiA 10708), 

(3) Caabista 1 skeleton division* Curing duly Cambists 2 presented the under* 
signed with a tentative plpn which he had developed for the organisation 
of a skeleton (virtually a notional) Byelo-Russian military division* 
Basically, his plan anviaaged sotting up a divisional staff and an officers ’ 
f/0, and assigning all Byelo-Ruasian officers,who can be interested in the 
work, to positions within thi* T/Q* Certain duties would be given to every 
officer so assigned lookingtoward the day when the division can beoome a 
military faet complete with men, equipment, end weapons * Meetings would 

be held at various intervals, and a house organ would be founded to keep 
all divisional officers Informed of the progress of the division, and 
other matters of purely military interest . The division would probably 
ha organised on a regimental basis, one "regiment^ being located in each 
country which ha* a siseable By el o~ Russian emigration (including the C.S.). 
Caabista 2 feels that the organisation of such a division (however much a 
paper orgm last ion) would have considerable appeal and centralising effect 
on the Rpelo-Rusaian corps of offieors, and would do much to counteract 
the disruptive effects within the Rpelo-Bussian emigration of the Zareehniy/ 
Astrovski (previously reported "Ostrovski") maneuvers* 

The undersigned concurred in the soundness of Caabista 2* s plan, encouraged 
him te go ahead with the formation of such a division, and Indicated that 
it aiglft be possible for us to offer financial support to such a project 
at a later date if such ap|scilfll)|eyirah!Elfilto3ju8tifledo 
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oveki activities iA detailed report on this matter is 
, and will beforw&rded to headquarters early in August. 
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Daring July, all three candidates «• Cvirka, Zaprudnik, and Margovioh •» came 
separate!/ to Munich for a final assessment interview byf J 

The respite ofthese interviews were extremely favorable, and have been reported 
elsewhere (see MU HI 9356). The only problem remaining outs tan d in g in eoaneotion 
with thsSe three is the natter of their final clearances. In view Ofthe emo op- 
tional calibre of these candidates^ and in order to prevent the deterioration 
of our relations with Cambist a 1, it is hoped that every effort will be mode 
to expedite these elearancee to that the three candidates may travel ip the 0.8*

Catocsanto 2’e handling during the first two weeks of July, and final despatch 
toWB approxiaat ely July 13, was supervised byf J in Frankfurt • 

It is presumed that adequate reports have been prepared by Frankfurt. The sole 
question concerning Campos ant o 2 with which MSI was eoncerned during July arose 
as follewet while Cmnbista 2 was in Munich in early July, he Stated, in passing, 
that he had received a report fro® an unnamed friend that the friend had seen 
somebody he believed to be C&nposanto 2 "in the streets of a town near Frankfurt”. 
The undersigned intimated to Cambists 2 that this was impossible, but made no 
flat statements, now knowing the extent of Cambists 2’s actual knowledge. The 
matter was never again discussed with Cambista 2. At the same time, the under* 
signed Instigated inquiries in Frankfurt to determine whether such co occurrence 
had In fact been possible, Frankfurt's reply was that Caraposanto 2 had only 
Jfeeen out of ECIC on two occasions, and had been accompanied both times (ones by 
f Hand once by a WAC sergeant), Frankfurt ' s reply also indicated that 

“Tt might 'Save been possible for Camposanto 2 to have climbed the fence and 
escaped from ®CIC for a short period of tins without detection, As any of the 
above might explain the source of Cambista 2'e information, it is impossible to 
ascertain the true facts without further question of Cambista 2, which appears 
undesirable. In any case, this incident offers a further demonstration of the

Recruiting for AEQUQR Team III, as indicated elsewhere in this report and appro* 
priatc references, is extremely unsatisfactory. 

It is as yet tee early to state what effect plans "West" and ■Cadre" mill have 
in achieving the over-all objectives ofProjeot ASQUQR. However, it can already 
be stated that these plans appear to have the wholehearted support of Cambists U, 
and to have stimulated the enthusiasm of Cambists 8. 

"The Fatherland" continued In July to maintain a negative (although net an overtly 
opposition) attitude toward the work of the American Committee, and on at least 
one occasion was guilty of a quit* violent Rusaoghobic article. Cambists It has 
promised^ 1 aiuy |to speak firmly to the editor 

of "The Fatherland" in order to rectify this situation} the results of his action 
will be closely watched during August by the AJSQUGR and QKACTIFB ease officers . 

Jf satisfactory results are not obtained, the advisability of more direct action 
by the ABQCQB case officer will bo considered.

A. With the end of the three month trial period (about which Cambists 1 was 
notified through Cambist as U and 2 at the beginning of June) now rapidly 
approaching, it becomes incumbent upon the AgQCQR staff, both in the field 
and at hssdquarters, to consider the over-all direction of project ASQUOR 
since its inception, and particularly since the beginning of the trial 
period.

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C. The question that must be anevexNiKt b/ the end of August is, therefore, the 
following i whioh of the above activities do we wish to continue either la 
their present fora (In the ease of ^activities 1*7) or their presently planned 
fora (in the ease of activities 8-10) j alternatively, if modifications of 
these activities are decided on, what will be the purpose, nature, and extent 
the modifications. Although It ia not intended to attempt a final answer 
to this question at the present tine, we believe that a short summary e f the 
direction ef our present thinking will serve as a useful basis for future 
decision, ' 


Obviously, the starting point for such a discussion must be a recapitulation 
of the basic objectives of project AECSJGE. as we see then, they ere as follows s 

t» To provide ln&elligenee assets within the flBSR toy means of penetration 
operations, 

b. To exploit navi me! ly the Cmbiita 1 operational potential (i,e, providing 
. bodies and teehnioal inforaatlon) in support of penetration operations 
into the BSSfi. 

0, To develop Cambist a 1 as a strong anti-Communist organisation that can 
unite the strength of the i&relo-fiusslan emigration behind any type of 
anti-Communist activity.'

ft is clear that those objectives fall into two different categories * Point 
"a" is a basic BICLAUi objective that is only incidentally tied- In with our 
present association with Caabista, 1, and would remain valid whether or not 
we ^qeofeiiwiy to work with Caabisial. Points »b" through "d n , on the other 
hand, relate only to Caabista 1, The baelo question to bo answered, therefore, , 
becomes ip reality three questions^ namely t 

1, How can objective "a" beet be achieved? 

il. Are objectives "b" through "d w all desirable? 
iii. In the ease of those that ere desirable, how can they beet be achieved? 
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©. Project AB^OE has always becaalmost entirely oriented toward internal 
operations and concerned with exploiting the Cambiata 1 potential to seals t 
in mounting penetration activities into the 39S&. Although technically a 
joint project, the political objectives hare never been clearly defined or 
vigorously pursued* political activity In the project, in fact, was Halted, 
prior to June 1952, to aubsidisiag the Cambists 1 newspaper (without poking 
any concerted effort to eontrol influence its editorial policy) as a sort 
of "quid pro quo" payment to Cambists 1 for supplying bodice for immediate 
operational use, 

iron the start, achievement ef even the limited internal operational objectives 
of project A£QUGK has been hansered by two principal organisational weaknesses. 
The first is the fact that BXCLlIM is possessed of inadequate information eon* 
corning the Syelo-fiussiaa emigration as a whole, particularly with regard to 
specific personalities, strength in various countries, political affiliations 
and their intensity, actual strength and potential of Cambists 1, and the 
strength and potential of rival political figures or groups to Cambist* 1. 

This lack of accurate information, or the means of obtaining it, has caused 
numerous difficulties, paramount among which arc the inability to plan 
accurately concerning the productivity of present activities or the desire* 
bility of future alternatives* cut utter dependence on the recommendations 
and conclusions of the Cambists 1 leaders concerning personnel av a ila ble for 
various set lvl ties (and, corollary to this, our inability to approach or 
utilise noa*Gambiata 1 medbers ** it being highly doubtful that such would 
be recommended to us by the Cambists* ** in spite of tins feet that experience 
with ether emigre groups indicates that the large majority ef the emigration 
are unaffiliated with sny particular emigre group)* and our inability to mount 
and maintain adequate Cl coverage of the persons and groups with which we are 
in operational contact* 

The second organisational weakness is the narrowness of our eontaet with 
Csstoista 1. For all practical purposes, we eaa deal only with Cambists 2, 
since our sole other contact —Cambiata l*-- steadfastly refuses to become 
mixed up with "operational 0 matters. The unseundeess of this situation must 
be Immediately apparent j among ether points might bo mentioned the feet that 
we have no control ever or check on the effectiveness (or even the diligence) 
ef Outlet! 2's various effort** the fact that we are auteamtically out off 
fFcm any* possible contact with possible operational candidates who do; net 
happen to respect Cambists 2 (Or vie* versa)* and the fact that we have no 
place to turn if dissatisfied with Cambists 2 personally (which weakness is 
well known to Cambists 2) and hence no possible spur to keep Ms to the mark. 

it is also clear that both these organizational weaknesses, difficult ss they 
have been in the past, become enormously magnified at any time that an expansion 
of activities under project lEQUGH is considered. 

E. With the above explanation, and in order to provide a basis for answering the 
questions posed earlier, it la desirable to present, in the form of e list, 
the actions which ws fool should presently be undertaken, together with a 
short resume of our thin k i n g with regard to each. The actions ares 
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1. That • determined effort be made to recruit persona oilier than 
■ ' ' . Cambists 1 members for singleton or group penetration activities 

within the NSS*. In this connection, the possibility and desirability 
of toeing persona of other this dyelo-Suasian nationality (as, for 
example, Great Russians, and especially Palos or area Ifolksdeuteche 
who nay be familiar with the area} should be particularly explored. 


2 . That recruiting In Europe of Cambists 1 members for current operations, 
at it has bean conducted in the past by Cambists 2, be virtually halted. 
In its place would be substituted an immediate recruiting effort In 
North Aaerloa to provide agents Within the next three months , and a 
long*range effort in Surope through the Initiation of plan "Gadre* to 
provide agent a lay the Sprl&g of 1953 and thereafter* 



3 • That it become a primary objective of Project A8QUQK to build up the 
prestige and strength of Cambists 1 as the dynamio and dominant force 
within the hyelo-Russian emigration. This objective a ay be achieyed 
by plan "Cadre*, plan "West", the "Skeleton Division" plan, support of 
the Cant lets 1 newspaper, support of the Cambists 1 satirical magasine, 
training of P/A candidates in the ZBBLQPE P/A School, ant similar activi- 
ties as developed.

h* That the Gart>ista 1 organisation be induced to use its strength in 
support of political tout psychological warfare objectives in general 
aocerd with United States policy* this objective nay be achieved by

5« That all the above operations involving Cambists 1 be carried out in 

such a manner that DICIAD! has direct contact with a diversity of people, 
each of whom will be responsible for the operation of his own function* 

Ac an example, control of the "Cadre" school would be eaceroised directly 
through contact with the Director of the school. 

6. That, concurrently with th® primary objective of each of the above 
operations involving Cambists 1, a secondary objective be always kept 
in sindj namely, to utilise every operation to develop aa much biographi- 
cal, <38, and other miscellaneous Information on the entire Syelo-fiueeian 
emigration as possible, with the eventual purpose of becoming as inde- 
pendent as may be desired from the Cambists 1 organisation in the matter 
of future approach ea to the hyelo-Russian emigration. Plan *lfe»t* should 
' be particularly productive from this point of view*

1* The basic principle underlying this suggestion is, of course, nothing new} 
it is worth amplification at the present time only because the apparent 
failure of Cambists 1 to provide sufficient bodies for staffing future 
projected operational teams brings into sharper focus the problem of pro- 
viding adequate intelligence coverage of the BSSR.

It should be borne In mind, when considering recruiting possibilities, 
tbit one result of the operational concept of the combined "blank* 
baa e/legal isation" tees (which most future ABQUOS teams are expected 
te be) is a relaxation of the language end "cover" requirements for 
these members of the terns who mill be permanent!/ assigned tothe 
black base. This memos that a non*Euseian, who could never attempt 
legalisation because of hia accent, etc*, but whose area knowledge 
or other attributes (such as W/T proficiency) was sufficiently high, 
could nevertheless become a valuable member of such a team. This 
fact assumes importance whan oho considers the vastly larger agent* 
recruitment pool that immediately becomes available when one le no 
longer limited by the factor of nationality. 

Team recruited from such diverse elements would, la all probability, 
net be suitable fer joint wort with teem recruited from among 
Cambists 1 members. 


h* If one is dealing operationally with an emigre organisation such m 
Cambists 1, it is net sufficient to deal with separate parts of the 
organisation in an unrelated manner. It is thus net satisfactory to 
give Cambists 2 sons money and tell him to produce bodies for operational 
use; undoes Cambists 1 is strong enough politically to command the 
willing loyalty of a large membership, and unless it is sufficiently 
well organised to least o the moat suitable of its membership for a 
particular job. Cambists 2 will hove only indifferent success ** as he 
has* Equally clearly, the handing over of a monthly subsidy fer pub* 
listing a newspaper is no substitute for a carefully planned and 
controlled program to maximise the Caabista 1 potential in the field 
of political end psychological warfare* So activity in which Cambists 1 
indulges is without effect on ell other Cambists 1 activities j therefore 
every activity which we wish to encourage should be undertaken as part 
of a master plan based on a thorough analysis of the total contribution 
which we wish Cambists 1 to nake* Elemental though this statement Is, 
it has apparently never been universally recognised, with the result 
that after nearly two years of Project AWQUOR, the results that have 
baen obtained are far lass than might reasonably have been expected. 

We take as an axiom that Cambists 1 is worth working with from both an 
operational raid a political standpoint. Our objective is, therefore, 
to edcimise the operational and political aid which Cambists l oan 
offer in support of OXCLAIM objectives . 

We visual!*# plan "Cadre" as providing a central rallying point and 
intellectual locus for the entire Cambists 1 membership, as well as 
being a magnet to attract a few of the beet of the young members of 
the emigration and train them for better service in the Cambists 1 
cause* At the same time, it will provide a long range pool for re- 
cruitment for current operations. 


We visualise plan "West" as providing the direction for the 
effort that Cambists 1 will make In the field of political and 
cho logical warfare, as well as providing DICLAIM with conei< 
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information that should ba of great valuta in davaloplng independent 
oontaote with members of the lyolo-Russian emigrat:

We consider support of "The Fatherland" necessary to the cohesion 
of the Cambista 1 membership, but fool that its editorial polio/ 
must be node favorable to the dins of Project QKACfXVEj if possible 
to arrange, we favor project QKACTIVE assuming control of "The 
fatherland", wo consider our support of "The Hornet" as a prelimi- 
nary experiment in the type of work that will be accomplished under 
plan "West". 

Sab recommend the eeasationof Cambista 2's recruiting efforts in 
Europe because the/ are unprodaet ive and not worth the e^ease. We 
further recommend the immediate extension of recruiting activities 
to Worth America because it is the only apparent source of immediately 
needed agent candidates. 


5. It is our intention to avoid, in the future, the situation that 
presently obtains whereby one man is our sole operational contact 
possessing authority to negotiate on behalf of Cambists 1. This 
situation Is unhealthy for us for reasons already stated earlier) 
it Is equally unhealthy for Cambista 1, since it artificially in* 
creases that man's power, prestige, and patronage within the 
Cambista 1 organisation to a very large extent, as well as makes him 
sols interpreter of United States policy and wishes to Cambists 1 — 
and vice versa* 

6. It is our further intention to avoid, in the future, our present 
position of complete dependence on the Cambists 1 organization for 
contact with and entry into the Hyelo-Hussian emigration as a whole, 
since we strongly suspect that there are many operational assets among 
the non-political emigration who would be of great use to us, but whom 
we shall never locate through Cambista 1 channels. 

Q. It is requested that headquarters cable a general reaction to the above 
recommendations prior to August 31, and follow-up with a more detailed 
comment by pouch. 
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
